"We got a lot of support from ORR's football 
coach, Henry Quinlan and Athletic Director, Bob Cata- 
lina," said Mr. Flynn. The league will play Sunday home 
games in the fall at the ORR High School field.

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them. She will only 
drink from her water bowl when I first fill it. Why? 

Unless the cats verbal skills improve mark- 
edly we will probably never know for sure why she 
is picky about her water sources. My own opinion is 
that we are well meaning but don't do a great job of- 
fering cats water as clean as we give ourselves. (Dogs 
don't seem to care). Most cat water bowls are made of 
plastic which may hold odors more than glass or metal. 
Usually these bowls are rinsed out daily and refilled. 
Try giving your cat water in a glass bowl. Thoroughly 
wash the bowl with soap and water before refilling it 
and consider doing this a few times a day especially if 
you have more than one cat in the house. Would you 
share a water glass with a family member if they were 
always sticking their tongues in the glass and you only 
received fresh water once a day?

date to just over $46,000. 

"To date we have spent $1.89 million (and) with 
the change orders the total (project cost) is now $4,952 
million, so we're about 22 percent (into the project)," Mr. 
Cattley said. 

"The project was supposed to have a $200,000 
contingency ... and now we're up to $46,000 already," Se- 
lectman Collyer said. "It's been a concern and there have 
been inquiries. For the sake of accounting, there should be 
a line item for your contingency and you should be draw- 
ing (from that account). Anything you raise separate you 
should keep as a separate line item. It's not clear looking 
at it this ... where the money is. We were very clear that 
there should be a line item for $200,000." 

"You're stating the $190,000 in your trust fund is 
your contingency?" Chairman Lombard asked. 

"The check-and-balance on this is all the money 
has to flow through the Town Accountant at one point," 
Mr. Botelho added. 

"1 just want to make sure we don't end up in an 
argument because the $200,000 contingency fund is not 
(included in the budget breakdown)," Selectman Collyer 
said. "As a voter, 1 would pick up this (budget break- 
down) and ask 'where's the $200,000 contingency?'" 

The board next approved the annual appoint- 
ments and reappointments for 2006-2007, then Ms. 
Pacheco noted that Natural Resource Officer Kathleen 
Massey is seeking assistance to plant clam seeds. Those

ents," Selectman Andrews said. "The town has spent 
resources to build this park ... and they should respect it." 

"It's not the problem of the Highway Department 
to take care of this," Chairman Lombard added. "This 
is the responsibility of some of the parents' groups who 
wanted it.

Director, who was hired just a couple of months ago, is 
already getting a pay boost. 

"There was a slight mixup (when she was hired)," 
explained COA Board of Directors member Patricia Ryan. 
"The money (for her salary) is there, it was voted last 
fall. When we hired (the COA Director), Taber Associates 
changed the town's classification (plan). It's not bump- 
ing her salary, it's allocating money that's already (in the 
budget)." 

With that, ARTICLE 2 carried via unanimous 

vote. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to approve 
a total $211,857.50 in supplemental appropriations already 
made at the June 6, 2005 Annual Town Meeting as follows:

$650,000. 

"We have $1.4 million in the Stabilization Fund, 
so this will leave just over $1 million in account, which is 
what the FinCom recommends," Mr. Costa said. 

With that, ARTICLE 4 passed via unanimous vote.

• Rochester: + 10.60 percent; and

supportive of the excellent programs in the schools and, at 
the same time, respectful of the wants and desires of the 
taxpayers has been uppermost in the minds of the school 
committees and the Finance Committees. This goal has 
been made considerably more difficult by the uncertainty 
in the state school aid picture in recent years. There are 
some signs that state support for the public schools will 
be stronger in FY '07 than in FY '06, but a final determina- 
tion of that fact may not be secure before the local votes 
have been taken in the Annual Town Meetings: 

• Mattapoisett: beginning Monday, May 8 at 7:00 
pm in the ORR High School Auditorium; 

• Marion: beginning Monday, May 15 at 7:00 pm 
in the Sippican School Auditorium; and 

• Rochester: Monday, June 5 at 7:00 pm in the 
Memorial School Auditoriimi. 

Project GROW Applications 

Applications have been mailed to all age-eligible 
children who are residents of Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester and are in Old Rochester's Early Childhood Of- 
fice database. Priority for selection for next year's classes 
will be given to applications received by 12:00 noon on 
May 17. Preference for enrollment is give to children with- 
out preschool experience as well as children who may be 
considered at risk for educational failure and children of 
families with income below the state median income. 

Beginning in 1988, the Old Rochester Regional 
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School District established Project GROW as a means 
of serving preschoolers with special needs in the least 
restrictive environment and of providing a preschool 
experience to children who may not otherwise be able to 
enroll in a program. The integrated preschool classrooms 
for each town have met that need ever since. 

Children will be enrolled in one of two groups. 
One group will meet on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays. The other group will meet on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. The school day is four hours long. The High/ 
Scope curriculum links with the Massachusetts Curricu- 
lum Frameworks to provide a well-rounded, develop- 
mentally appropriate preschool experience. 

Tuition is $15 per day. Tuition assistance is avail- 
able to families whose income falls below 50 percent state 
median income.

Silent Hill. Starring Radha Mitchell and Sean 
Bean. Directed by Christophe Gans. Running 
time: 127 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The creepy survival-horror video-game series 
Silent Hill, from what I gather, is an immersive and 
mystifying experience. It's all about atmosphere and 
dread. The movie version is like a big piece of fan 
fiction that fills in everything left unexplained in the 
games, and some fans of the games may appreciate 
that, while others may not feel that the invented my- 
thology lives up to the story in their imaginations. I come to Silent Hill 
as someone who's seen the game played a couple of times, so I approach 
it as a horror fan watching a horror movie. What I can tell you is that the 
film imports the atmosphere successfully, but everything it adds felt tired 
to me — ah, jeez, not reUgious wackos again. 

Silent Hill is certainly the oddest film in a long while to get a wide 
release in this country. Gnarled, twisted, faceless things come writhing out 
of the shadows, presenting not danger so much as a kind of metaphysical 
repulsion. The game started with the Japanese, as so much recent horror 
does, and they know how to tweak the senses with nightmare logic. For 
them it all seems post-Hiroshima — all ghosts or deformity or deformed 
ghosts. What a French director (Christophe Gans, who made Brotherhood 
of the Wolf) and a Canadian screenwriter (Roger Avary, who cowrote Pulp 
Fiction and directed The Rules of Attraction) do with this fundamentally 
Japanese material makes for a strange yet conventional mix. 

Rose (Radha Mitchell) has been worrying about her little daughter 
Sharon (Jodelle Ferland), who's been sleepwalking and talking about a 
town called Silent Hill. The place has been deserted for years, a casualty 
of coal-mine fires. Despite the wealth of online information about the 
town. Rose decides to take Sharon there. In the dead of night, and without 
her husband (Sean Bean, little more than an afterthought). Well, if we 
outlawed dumb behavior in horror movies, there'd be none left. 

A female cop (Laurie Holden) gets involved, and soon she and Rose 
are exploring the ashy town, looking for Sharon and dealing with various 
ft'eaky creatures. One such critter, known to fans as Pyramid-Head, is the 
movie's equivalent of a "boss battle." Indeed, even gamers who aren't 




familiar with Silent Hill will recognize the structure: Here's a Clue! You 
may want to investigate room 111. There doesn't seem to be a room 111, 
but there is a painting here — press the X button to check it. 

Christophe Gans fashioned a pretty good werewolf-fantasy pastiche 
with Brotherhood of the Wolf, and here he goes all out with the rusty, gore- 
spattered walls and chained-up corpses. Silent Hill is unquestionably the 
most visually alive film based on a video game, though, given the source, 
it would take concentrated ineptitude not to make it look interesting. But 
all of this creepiness and visual ingenuity leads to ... a bunch of holy-roller 
throwbacks who shout, without irony, things like "Bum the witch, kill 
the demon!" (I half-expected Michael Palin to pop up and accuse Rose 
of having turned him into a newt.) The last third of the movie, devoted 
to these idiots in 19th-century drag (led by a poofy-haired Alice Krige), 
is exceptionally dull, despite the appearance of a barbed-wire demon that 
earns the movie its R rating all by itself. The message goes all the way 
back to Carrie: Don't abuse weird little girls or they will mess you up. 

The set-up of Silent Hill, like the video games, is intriguing and 
original — newcomers won't be sure where it's going. When everything 
starts being explained, though, the mystery evaporates and the world of 
the game loses its eerie baffiement — which is half its power. It doesn't 
help that the dialogue is no more than functional and the acting little better 
(Radha Mitchell tries and sometimes fails to squelch her Aussie accent; 
Sean Bean doesn't even bother to cloak his English accent; somehow, 
he's supposed to be playing someone named Da Silva — his family must 
be from the famous British part of Portugal). Silent Hill takes something 
ft'eaky and unclassiflable and gradually turns it into ... a horror flick. And 
a horror flick that, as a horror fan, I've seen before: yeah. The Ring meets 
Hellraiser meets The Village. The game wasn't anything meets anything. 
And now, unfortunately, the game has met Hollywood.

What began as a slim five- vote margin, then some- 
how widened to a seven-vote spread — depending 
on your source — ultimately ended up becoming an 
eight-vote majority for newly-elected Selectman Dan 
McGaffey during a rare recount for rural Rochester this 
week. The reconfirmed Selectman McGaffey ended up 
with a final total of 541 votes to incumbent and now 
former Selectman Gary Laboa's 533 total during a re- 
count procedure in the Town Hall's Conference Room 
that could only be described as hushed and solemn. 

In a telling bit of irony. Town Clerk Naida Parker 
— who has resisted attempts in the past to upgrade the 
town's voting procedures and record-keeping methods 
— found herself tallying the results of a hand recount 
the old-fashioned way ... using nothing more than 
paper, pencils and a rickety-sounding adding machine 
while supporters of both Mr. Laboa and Mr. McGaffey 
quietly looked on. 

The ballots, which had been locked in a large plas- 
tic bin and kept in the Town Hall safe since the April 
12 election, were pulled out and divided among four 
groups of poll workers who took on the task of recount- 
ing each one while a representative of each candidate's 
camp kept their own running tallies.
